Is al-Qaida unraveling?

When historians in future years 
grapple with the significance of the 
overthrow of the Mubarak regime in 
Egypt lo days ago, coming as it did 
in the wake of the “Jasmine” Jan. 14 
Revolution in Tunisia, they may judge 
it not only as a seismic event, shatter- 
ing and renewing the Arab political 
order, but also as the key watershed 
moment in confronting the global 
reach of al-Qaida. 

The political, economic and 
cultural stagnation that al-Qaida 
fed off for more than two decades 
has been replaced by the fastest mov- 
ing change the region has ever wit- 
nessed. The burgeoning democracy 
movement across the Middle East 
appears to have caught al-Qaida off 
guard and threatens to reduce the ter- 
rorist group to irrelevance. 

“If you have freedom, al-Qaida will 
go away,” said Osama Rushdi, a for- 
mer Egyptian jihadist. 

‘Al-Qaida can work under a dicta- 
torship regime, but I think if we open

the door for aU people to be part of 
society and have human rights, then 
there will be security not just in Egypt 
but around the world,” Rushdi said. 

But others caution that the coming 
years will not be without dangers. 

In the case of Temen, for example, 
some have suggested that protests 
may weaken the government’s ability 
to confront al-Qaida’s growing pres- 
ence in the tribal areas of the country 


Eurthermore, the weakening of 
security services throughout the Arab 
world may aUow such jihadist groups 
as al-Qaida in the medium-term to re- 
build capabilities, warns Noman Ben- 
otman, a former Libyan jihadist once 
personally acquainted with al-Qaida 
leaders, including Osama bin Laden. 

“This is a make or break moment 
for al-Qaida,” said Benotman, now a 
senior analyst at the Quilliam Eoun- 


dation, a U.K. counter-extremist 
think tank. 

In the short term, Benotman says, 
al-Qaida will need to navigate strong 
countervailing winds. The clamor by 
protesters from North Africa to the 
Gulf for more democracy is hardly 
change al-Qaida can believe in. 

“What we see playing out now is 
completely against what al-Qaida is 
preaching,” Benotman said.

Gadhafi speaks

TRIPOLI, LIBYA Libyan 
leader Moammar 
Gadhafi appeared 
Tuesday on state TV, sig- 
nalling his defiance in the 
face of a mounting revolt 
against his 41-year rule. 

“I am in Tripoli and not 
in Venezuela,” he said, 
under a large umbrella, 
leaning out of the front 
seat of a van. Reports on 
Monday said Gadhafi had 
fled to Venezuela, ruled 
by his friend and fellow 
revolutionary. President 
Hugo Chavez. 

Libyan forces loyal 
to Gadhafi have fought 
an increasingly bloody 
battle to keep the veter- 
an leader in power, with 
residents reporting gun- 
fire in parts of the capital, 
Tripoli, and one political 
activist saying warplanes 
had bombed the city. 

Security forces had 
killed dozens of protest- 
ers across the country, 
human rights groups and 
witnesses said, prompt- 
ing widespread con- 
demnation from world 
leaders. 

Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton said it was 
“time to stop this unac- 
ceptable bloodshed” in 
Libya. 

State TV showed gov- 
ernment supporters ral- 
lying and Gadhafi’s son 
Saif al-lslam Gadhafi said 
warplanes had hit only 
ammunition dumps. He 
did not say why jets had 
carried out the air strikes, 
but Sunday he accused 
protesters of raiding am- 
munition depots in the 
eastern city of Benghazi. 

No independent verifi- 
cation of the reports was 
available and communi- 
cations with Libya from 
outside were difficult.

It’s the CTA on 
the small screen 

Just what the CTA needs: More criminals 
andwackadoos. 

On Monday, Chicago police chased an 
alleged bank robber who escaped onto 
the Brown Line. And for weeks, a band 
of misfit children and their alcoholic, 
crackpot father have been using the CTA 
for everything but travel. 

Luckily for Chicago, these riders are 
fictional characters on Fox’s police drama 
“The Chicago Code,” and Showtime’s 
“Shameless,” a modern-day “Boxcar 
Children” story filmed on the West and 
South sides. 

Both shows, which began airing this 
year, have been utilizing the CTA in 
unsavory ways— unlike many Chicago- 
set shows and movies that just use the 
system for background noise and shots. 

(Spoiler alert!) On Monday’s episode of 
“The Chicago Code,” a purported bank 
robber used the CTA as his getaway, leading two detectives played 
by Jason Clarke and Matt Lauria to search a Brown Line train that’s 
nearly empty, which is odd for a daytime run. (The CTA said the 
show rented a Brown Line train for shooting last year.) 

The alleged robber later was found dead under the Loop “E’ 
tracks, also an unusual occurrence in Chicago. 

Later in the episode, the police shoot and kill another suspected 
bank robber under the “L’ tracks.

In last week’s episode, a woman who runs a convenience store 
used a cardboard cutout for target practice under the tracks. 

And Lip, one of the children in the working-class Gallagher fam- 
ily, spent a night under the “L’ with his girlfriend, watching trains go 
by 

Not to be outdone, ^IHam H. Mac/s character, screwball father 
Frank Gallagher, told a doctor in an episode earlier this month that 
he bungee jumped off the “L’ tracks. 

That’s the most action the CTA has seen in awhile— fictional or 
not.

Since William Butler Ogden first took on the job 
in 1837, the city of Chicago has seen 45 mayors. 

Harold Washington, Anton Cermak, Fred Busse, 

Joseph Medill: Their names are familiar, to some as 
chapters in city history books, to others merely as 
the names on a familiar building, street or “E’ stop. 

But the most common— and unquestionably 
most prominent— name in Chicago’s mayoral 
lineage has been Daley The current Mayor Daley 
will have been in charge for 22 years by the time 
he steps down in May, after the Tuesday election. 

His father, Richard J. Daley held court for 21 years 
(a close second in longest mayoral term in Chicago’s history) from 1955-1976. 
Both father and son presided over some of the most memorable and impor- 
tant events in Chicago’s history From the 1968 riots during the Democratic 
National Convention to the opening of Millennium Park in 2004, the Daley 
family has helped usher in much of what makes Chicago the city it is today— 
for both good and ill. 

As his last days tick down, Daley might be getting all the attention, but 
how much do you know about Anton Cermak? And did you know one of the 
mayor’s jobs is to get us all jazzed up for Flag Day? RedEye did all the digging 
for you, unearthing deets about Chicago’s mayors past and present.

DUTIES

» Coordinates emergency 
activities. 

» Can grant clemency or 
release anyone imprisoned 
for violating city code. 


»Can OK a legal settlement 
in action with the city. 

» Can order city buildings 
decorated. 

» Releases a Flag Day 
proclamation (yep, it’s 
specifically laid out in the 
ordinances).

AND PUT NEW CITY CLERK IN OFFICE

Chicago voters will decide Tuesday whether the 
city gets a new mayor to succeed the retiring 
Richard Daley or faces six more weeks of cam- 
paigning ahead of a one-on-one runoff election. 

It’s the first time in more than 6o years that a 
sitting Chicago mayor is not on the ballot. And 
it’s the first time in 22 years that Daley will not 
be a choice for mayor. Voters also will pick a new 
city clerk, and all 50 City Council seats are up for 
election. 

Despite a record number of aldermanic can- 
didates, election officials said Monday they ex- 
pect voter turnout will be slightly more than 
50 percent. That’s low by Chicago standards. 
When Daley ran for mayor in 1989, 68 percent of 
voters went to the polls. 

Langdon Neal, chairman of the Chicago Board 
of Elections Commissioners, attributed the an- 
ticipated drop off to “voter fatigue.” 

More than 73,000 early votes have been cast, 
and about 18,000 absentee ballots returned so 
far, Neal said. Since Monday was a federal holiday 
anyone who mailed their absentee ballots after 
Saturday should expect that it will not be post- 
marked in time to be counted. 

“If they can, they should go to the polls, sign an 
affidavit and vote there,” Neal said. 

Topping the ballot is the race for mayor. If none 
of the six candidates scores a majority, there will 
be an April 5 runoff featuring the top two finish- 
ers. 

Former White House chief of staff Rahm 
Emanuel, a candidate who was on the cusp of 


50 percent in public opinion polls, has been low- 
ering expectations in recent days. 

“That’s immaterial to me,” Emanuel said Mon- 
day of the potential of winning outright Tuesday 
“What’s material to me is that they know where 
the candidate stands and the determination to 
see it through.” 

Former U.S. Sen. Carol Moseley Braun made 
her final plea for votes at the Parkway Ballroom, 
where she will hold her election party Tuesday 
night. Braun stood before a poster bearing her 
own image and that of the late Mayor Harold 
Washington. 

“We are getting out there, and I think we’re 
going to win tomorrow,” Braun said. “Out of our 
diversity can come our strength. ... We can build 
this city so that it works for every neighborhood 
and every family” 

Former Chicago Board of Education President 
Gery Chico started a day of CTA and restaurant 
stops at a pancake house in Beverly, where he 
shook hands with diners. Chico said he would be 
a better leader than Emanuel. 

“I think we’d take a more respectful tone with 
the City Council,” Chico said. 

Mayoral candidate Miguel del Valle, the city 
clerk, pressed his message that it’s important for 
voters to keep the campaign going to a runoff so 
the issues can be further discussed. 

“People are telling me how much they like our 
message, that we talk about the neighborhoods,” 
del Valle said. “We were the first campaign to fo- 
cus on the neighborhoods. We set the agenda for 
this race.”

Up in smoke 

Power company tables cleanup for Chicago-area coal plants 


COAL FACTS 

Illinois gets about half of its electricity from coal 
and currently generates far more energy than 
it needs. As some of the state’s oldest coal units 
are retired, state law is requiring greater depen- 
dence on wind and other renewable sources 
that don’t emit pollution.

The construction permits are in and the financing 
is ready to go, but some of the Chicago area’s big- 
gest sources of toxic air pollution still might not be 
cleaned up anytime soon. 

In recently filed documents, Midwest Gen- 
eration signaled it might delay installing pollution 
controls at its six coal-fired power plants “for the 
maximum time available,” making it more likely 
the aging units will keep churning out high levels 
of lung- and heart-damaging soot for most of the 
decade. 

The documents, filed with the Securities and 
Exchange Commission, convey a starkly differ- 
ent message from public statements by Midwest 
Generation executives, who have pledged to make 
“meaningful improvements in the environmental 
performance of our plants.” 

With Republican lawmakers in Washington 
seeking to block tougher pollution limits proposed 
by the Obama administration. Midwest Genera- 
tion now appears to be hedging on its next steps. 


Late last year, the company secured state permits 
to install pollution-control equipment that would 
reduce soot- and smog-forming emissions from its 
power plants. But whether it actually makes the 
$1.2 billion investment depends in part on “regula- 
tory and legislative developments,” according to its 
latest financial documents. 

“It’s time for Midwest Generation to become 
a responsible corporate citizen,” said Howard 
Learner, president of the Environmental Law and 
Policy Center. “It appears the company has decid- 
ed it costs less to lobby politicians than to invest 
in modern pollution controls to clean up its facili- 
ties.” 

What happens next could dramatically affect ef- 
forts to clean Chicago’s chronically dirty air. 

The company’s six coal plants— in Chicago’s 
Little Village and Pilsen neighborhoods, Joliet, 
Romeoville, Waukegan and downstate Pekin— are 
among the region’s biggest sources of smog- and 
soot-forming sulfur dioxide and nitrogen oxides. 
They also are some of the top sources of toxic 


mercury that contaminates fish in the Great Lakes 
and other waterways. 

Doug McLarlan, a company spokesman, said 
Midwest Generation still is committed to an 
agreement with state regulators that calls for each 
of its plants to be cleaned up or shut down by 2018.

“We want to integrate all of these rules before 
making our investment decisions,” McLarlan said.

Deadly earthquake 
strikes New Zealand 


A 6. 3 -magnitude earthquake ripped through 
Christchurch, New Zealand, on Tuesday after- 
noon, causing multiple fatalities as it toppled build- 
ings onto buses, buckled streets and damaged cathe- 
drals, authorities said. 

New Zealand police announced on the agency’s 
website that a large-scale evacuation of the central 
city was under way According to the news release, 
the earthquake killed an undetermined number of 
people at various locations around the city, including 
passengers on two buses crushed by buildings that 
had fallen on them. 

TVNZ reported that the 147-year-old Christ- 
church Cathedral’s spire had toppled, Christchurch 
Hospital was being evacuated and the airport was 
closed. 

Laura Campbell told CNN she was at work at the 
bottom of a six-story building when the earthquake 
struck. She described seeing “windows blowing out, 
bricks falling down, people screaming, the whole 
nine yards.” 


PLAGUED BY QUAKES 

Southern New Zealand has been plagued by a 
series of quakes since September, when the area 
was shaken by a 7.1-magnitude temblor that New 
Zealand authorities said was the most damaging 
quake to hit the region since 1931. 


“It was bloody serious,” said Campbell, who was 
trying to walk home. “I’m worried about what I’m 
going to find down the road.” 

The U.S. Geological Survey said the quake struck 
just before i p.m. Tuesday (6 p.m. Monday CST), and 
a 5. 6 -magnitude aftershock struck about 15 minutes 
later. 

The USGS recorded a second 5.5-magnitude af- 
tershock shortly before 3 p.m. local time. 

The New Zealand Herald reported that phone 
lines in the area were out, including the city’s emer- 
gency III service, roads were cracked— in some cases 
lifted as much as 3 feet— and water mains had burst, 
flooding several streets.

LOUIS Watching the Blackhawks sleep- 
walk through the first period of a game 
they absolutely had to win was too much 
fo r Jonathan Tbews to stomach.

The Hawks have strung together con- 
secutive victories for the first time in near- 
ly a month and have points in six of their 
last seven games. They expanded their 


points lead over the i2th-place Blue Jack- 
ets to four and to five over the Blues.

5 terms to make out before hitting 
the city’s newest French restaurants

No doubt about it, the dining scene has taken a decidedly 
French turn this winter. First, Maude’s Liquor Bar (840 W Ran- 
dolph St. 312-243-9712) opened in the West Loop, with its French- 
dive feel and late-night menu. Then, just days after the big blizzard. Gold 
Coast eatery Bistronomic (840 N. Wabash Ave. 312-944-8400) debuted with former 
Cafe des Architectes chef Martial Noguier in the kitchen. Most recently, Jerrod and R.J. Melman 

opened Paris Club (59 W Hubbard St. 312-595-0800), the Frenchy neighbor to their Hub 51 in River North. For those who didn't take 
French in high school, here's a quick primer to help you keep your cool in front of your date.

Say: “poh-duh-krem” 

What it means: A silky custard des- 
sert. "We just describe it as pudding 
in a pot” says Paris Club manager 
Molly Melman. 

Order: Pistachio or cafe au lait pot de 
creme at Paris Club ($4.95), served in 
the cutest of little glass pots. 


Cassoulet 


Say: "cass-oh-lay” 

What it means: “It’s a kind of tradi- 
tional rustic stew,” says Jeff Pikus, 
chef at Maude’s Liquor Bar. “Usually 
it involves some form of braised 
white beans; in France they use a va- 
riety called flageolet. [It also has] an 
abundance of proteins, and what the 
proteins are specifically isn’t all that 
important.” 

Order: The rotating preparation of 
cassoulet ($14) at Maude’s. Recent 
versions have included duck confit, 
roasted chicken, pork belly or garlic 
sausage. Paris also serves a vegeta- 
ble version ($12.95); find it under the 
menu’s “French soul food” section. 


Say: “bore-gee-nyon ” 

What it means: “It’s a red wine 
sauce,” Melman says. The word 
means “as prepared in Burgundy, ” a 
region of France. Beef bourguignon, 
traditionally served with vegetables 
and red wine jus, is the most well- 
known use of this preparation. 
Order: Beef short-rib bourguignon 
served at both Paris Club ($21.95) 
and Maude’s ($18). 


Say: “tar- teen” 

What it means: “It’s basically the 
French word for open-faced sand- 
wiches,” Pikus says. At Maude’s, the 
tartine section of the menu features 
a few “dishes that can be spread on 
toast,” he says. “They are basically 
what our version of a tartine is.” 
Order: Chicken liver toast ($10) 
with fig marmalade at Maude’s. 
Bistronomic also has a savory tartine 
of the day ($9). 


Say: “nee-swazh” 

What it means: In the style of Nice, a 
city in the south of France. A nicoise 
salad has tuna, potato, nicoise olives 
and cooked eggs, and “some people 
put some artichoke, some shaved 
fennel, it depends,” Bistronomic’s 
Noguier says. 

Order: Salad nicoise ($11) at 
Bistronomic, served with white tuna 
and lemon vinaigrette. Paris Club 
also serves hamachi nicoise, a raw 
preparation of the fish with olives 
and tomato ($10.95).
